SINKING IS TOLD 


Ship Captain Descubes Ap- 


peals for Help from the 
David C. Reid 


EXTRA SESSION IF HOOVER WINS 


Kingston, Jamaica—l/P)—A story 


of the sinking of the American tank 
er David C. Reid as revealed In Its 
desperate raBio calls for help was 
told Saturday by Commander Ful- 
ford of the steamship Delilian, which 
has arrived here after making a fu 
tile effort to aid tho slnkiug ship. 


While the Delilian was hove to on 


Oct. 14 in the midst of a hurricane 
about COO miles west of the Azores it 
received an S O S call 
signed 


KIBS, the call letters of the former 
British tanker 
Silverbrook, later 


known as the David C. Reid of the 
fleet of the John Jay Shipping Co. 
of Boston. The position given was 
about 400 miles west of the Azores. 


"We are In a bad way," read one 


of the first messages picked up by 
the Delilian. "Come over. Want as- 
sistance, 20 degree list," seven min- 
utes later came another message: 
"We are going fast." 


For a time there was silence and 


j then came the further message: "Go- 
ling fast." 


The tanker's operator then sent a 


long series of "the's" In order to es- 
tablish its position., Suddenly these 
stopped. 


Commander Fulford expressed the 


opinion that at this point the tank- 
er rolled over and tank. The Delilian 
did its utmost to reach the position 
given but was able to make little 
headway against the wind and heavy 
seas. Extra men were placed on look- 
out and the ship slowly but stead- 
ily fought its way to the point given, 
reaching it on the morning of Oct. 
15. 


Together -with the freighter Rot- 


terdam, which had come up. the Dc- 
lilian searched an extensive anea 
until noon, but no wreckage was 
sighted, although the ship passed a 
thick crude oil patch five miles In 
diameter.

Washington—W)—Herbert Hoover 


announced Saturday that if the Re- 
publican party is returned to power 
ho would call an extra, session of 
congiess to deal with farm relief if 
adcciuato legislation should not be 
enacted at the coming session. 


"Tho question of a special session 


of congress after March 4 in the 
event of the return of tho Republi- 
can party has been under discussion 
for SOBIO time," said a formal state- 
ment Issued by the Republican presi- 
dential candidate. 


"There .ire a number of questions, 


particularly agricultural relief, which 
urgently require solution and should 
not bo delayed for a whole year. It 
is our most urgent economic prob- 
lem. 


.MAY BE AVOIDED 


"I should hope It can bo dealt with 


at tho regular session this fall and 
tli us a special session avoided. If, 
however, that can not be accom- 
plishf-cf. I would. If elected, not allow 
tho matter to drift and would of nec- 
essity call an extra session so as to 
seouro early constructive action." 


Under the Hoover plan the new 


congress to bo elected on Nov. 6 
would bo summoned, to Washington 
poihans In Apttl"7<<&h- the^hope that 
an agricultural rot/Usure embodying 
his program for farm relief could to 
enacted in time for its operation In 
the handling of the 1929 crop.

Slogan Helped Wilson Win 


Reelection in Campaign of 
1916 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: The thrilling 


election of 1916 is described In this 
chapter of "The Presidential Parade" 
series, Rodney Dutcher-s story of 
presidential politics.) 


BY RODNEY DUTCHEB 


Washington—"He kept us out of 


war!" That was the battle cry of 
the Democrats as they fought to re- 
elect Woodrow Wilson in 1916. War 
was the main issue and it brought 
out 3,500,000 more votes than in 1912. 


Wilson beat Charles Evans Hughes 


who had a million votes more than 
Taft and Roosevelt together in the 
previous election. 
Wilson woif- a 


popular plurality of nearly 600,000 
and piled up nearly 3,000,000 more 
votes than in 1912. 


Achievements of the first Wilson 


administration appealed to 
great 


masses of people and doubtless caus- 
ed many new vo'^s. 


Wilson has been damned for keep- 


ing us out of war so long and for 
dragging us in at all; his conduct of 
some phases of the 
war and his 


League of Nations flght afterward 
let him in for furious denunciation 
and a terrible repudiation in the 
1920 
election. 
But hardly anyone 


still criticises the legislative record 


. of his flrst administration and it 


was on that which Wilson stood for 
reelection while his enemies attacked 
his foreign policies and his friends 
shouted he had "kept us out of war." 
KEEPS PLATFORM PROMISES 
The record of his administration 


was an unprecedented observance of 
platform pledges. Before he left the 
White House, the country had the 
Federal Reserve Act, an income tax, 
direct election of senators, a new 
tariff law, woman's suiTr -;e, a farm 
loan act of great potential benefit to 
debt-rtdden farmers 
an anti-trust 


act, an eight-hour day law and anti- 
Injunction law-. Congress had even 
passed a child labor law. 


Toward 1916 the opposition really 


began. Many politicians in his own 
party already hated^ him because he 
had taken office free from incumber- 
Ing promises. Special interests were 
wild because be allowed the capital 
to be no Ion-— their ' -ppy hunting 


WAR PARTY 


Between the astonishing success of 


the British propaganda machine and 
the astoni_hir>gr stupidity of German 
submarine tactics, there was a strong 
American war party by election time. 
Wilson was belabored both by ex- 
treme militarists and extreme paci- 
fists, but he waited until the cam- 
paign year before he yielded to pat- 
riots, Anglo-French bondholders and 
maufacturers of Allied supplies and 
•iipported -legislation for extra pre- 
paredness. 
Meanwhile the British 


ship LNosJtanfa had been- torpedoed 
wtih loss of many American lives 
and many patriotic Americans were 
Incensed when Wilson had said there 
was such a thing as being "to proud 
to 
flght." 
/ 


Republican sentiment was early di- 


rected toward Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Hughes, an excellent compromise 
because he had no part In the 1912 
flght and acceptable to both progres- 
sives and conservatives. 


Roosevelt was big enough to re- 


fuse a nomination for the good of 
the cause. This convention was run 
smoothly by the Old Guard—Sena- 
tors. Smoot, Lodge, Crane, Penrose, 
Watson and Harding, who was tern- 
porary and permanent Wialrman.

This value emphasized not 
streets or adornment, but buildings 
and their uses. And now we are 
entering the period of the fourth 
value, that of regional .planning." 


Property values, of course, are the 


basic values, but they are not final 
values, he added. He termed the 
social and civic values, that is, pro- 
tection and benefit, the final values. 


"Don't get worried 
about 
the 


beauty of your cities," he said. "Just 
get order into them and beauty will 
come." 


The history of the establishment of 


playgrounds 
and the influence of 


playgrounds upon community 
life, 


was traced by Miss Dorothy Enderls, 
Milwaukee, who discussed Value of 
Playgrounds to the Community. 


Playgrounds, she outlined, were 


established by women's clubs. When 
this activity was still in the experi- 
mental stage, men laughed at the 
idea and took the view that it was 
a-good thing; for the women to play 
with.

They promote health.

They furnish decided social values.

HELPING THE MIDDLE-AGED 
Away back in 1840, says Dr. Louis 


I. Dublin, an insurance statistician, the 
expectation of life of a man 50 years' 
old was 70 years. That is, the man 
who arrived at 50 had an even chance 
of living 20 years longer.xToday, af-, 
ter nearly 90 years of medical progress, 
he can expect only one year more. Re- 
duction of mortality among the yonng 
has made great gains and increased 
the average length of life of people 
collectively. But there has been hard- 
ly any gain for people over 50. 
The 


young have a far better chance; the 
middle-aged die as usual. 


Can anything be done about it? Dr. 


Dublin thinks so. In fact, something 
is being done already. 
The improve- 


ment in mortality rate among chil- 
dren is due largely to avoiding com- 
municable diseases—diphtheria, scar- 
let fever, etc. 
Old people today are 


often enfeebled as the ultimate result 
of such diseases in their 
childhood. 


As fewer children undergo these dis- 
eases, more people grow up without 
carrying with them any weaknesses 
derived therefrom. 
Thus saving the 


young finally helps the old. 


Another help is the war against the 


"degenerative diseases" of middle and 
old age. "Personal hygiene," says Dr. 
Dublin, "guided by the increasing in- 
terest of the medical profession, will 
stay the processes which lead to or- 
ganic decay." Much effort is now di- 
rected along this line. Patients can do 
their part by taking periodic examina- 
tions and following 
medical advice 


when it is given. 
How effective this 


procedure is may be seen from 
the 


record of 6,000 elderly but sensible pa- 
tients who, in nine years of proper 
medical attention and sensible living, 
showed a mortality rate 18 per cent 
less than the expected rate for 
their 


group.

Posture is one of the most import- 


ant factors in child hygiene. 
A 


oh lid is never too young to be taught 
the habit of holding himself straight, 
sitting straight, and lying straight. 


Frankly I believe posture to be 


improving. There isn't much doubt 
that American men and women are 
stralghter than they used to be. 


And it would be strange if It were 


otherwise, for, bfter all, the cam- 
paign for posture Is not new. 


But we have other things to thank 


for the straightened spine and lifted 
chin besides the parental admoni- 
tions for Johnny to sit up, or Diary 
to hold her shoulders back. 


The public schools deserve much 


of the credit for the straight lithe 
bodies of our boys and* girls. Not 
only have they given serious atten- 
tl- ' t-> the hygiene of daily exercise 
and* posture, but they have seen to it 
that chairs and desks In 
school 


rooms are constructed in such a way 
that children can rest without strain. 
There are curves where curves are 
needed, and desks are at correct 
angles so that pupils can git In a 
natural position and not be compell- 
ed to elevate or drop one shoulder 
w:.cn writing—a gesture that often 
repeated will cause distortion In lat- 
er life. 


We used to speak of "student 


shoulders' meaning a higher right 
shoulder, or stooped shoulders; due 
to poor classroom conditions. 


Not the least of these was poor

good posture. One of them. It Is 
obvious.

But mothers must be eternally

on—not too soft, nor yet too hard. 
They need no pillow, or at least a ve- 


It Is better for children 
to sleep alone.

They should not sit hunched up 


while studying. 
Lights and tables 


in the home should be prdperly ad- 
justed for comfortable study If there 
is some home work to do.
